Yes, and no. The term Social- 
Demoaacy means Socialiam, but 
Socialism does not mean Social- 
Democracy. Socialism is a rather 
loose term and may signify auto¬ 
cratic Socialiam, bureaucratic ^ 
cialiim, utopian Socialiam or mid¬ 
dle class Socialism. Even the 
Anarchists call themselves Socialists 
on occasion. But Social-Democracy 
si^iflea a Socialistic oondition in 
which the rule is actually collectiTC, 
that is, in the people. We speak of 
the international Social-Democratic 
movement, because its purpose is to 
schieve a Socialism that will be 
democratic. There are some who 
believe society ahonld be ordered on 
a ^ialUtic plan,' but with the con¬ 
trol from above; at different times 
such a proposition has been advanc¬ 
ed by Catmiliea, who oonldjsee no 
permanency to a socialistic' society 
unless the pope was at the head of it. 
Th* Socid-Democrab'c movement 
oonsemplates no such plan, or any¬ 
thing like it. It demands a Social¬ 
ism that is wholly democratic—a 
Social-Democracy. Earl Mari ad¬ 
vocated a Spdal-Domoeracy end re¬ 
cognized that there were, on the 
other hand, many Socialisms, which, 
in the Communist Manifesto, ho 
specified ss follows: Fendal Social¬ 
ism, Clerical Socialism, Christian 
Sodalism, Bonrgeois Socialism, 
Conservative Socialism, and Uto¬ 
pian Socialism.

In the closing perngreph of his artldo Mr. Cleeeland compIimcnU his ad¬ 
ministration upon hieing cleared the way “which shall hereafter guide our 
nation eafely and surely in the exercise of iU functions which represenu the 
pDople’s tnut." , 

How did Pretident CleveUnd begin operBtions in the Chicago itrikeT 
Among the fltat thing! be did, tn he hlmaelf telU ui, wan to appoint Edwin 
Walker aa s^al eouniel for the government. At the thne President Cle\*cUnd 
designated Walker, upon reroromeodation of the railroad!, as special counsel 
for the government, for which alleged service he was paid a fee which amounted 
io a fortune, the akid WALKER WAS ALREADY’ THE REGULAR COUNSEL 
OF THE CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE A ST. PAUL RAILROAD. What is the 
significance of such an appointment under such circumstancM? Docs it not 
Indicate dearly that the railroads controlled the govertunent, that President 
Cleveland did the bidding of the General Managers’ association, by appointing 
aa spedal eounael of the goveriiment their own atwoniey to ptoaecute the strik¬ 
ing employea. and use tba powr of government W erusbi them into submission ? 

•ilere Is the sitnatkm: There is a eojiflkt between the General Jlfanagers* 
assodation, representing the raitreads, and the Ameriran Railway union, repre¬ 
senting the employes. Perfect quiet and order prevailed, as I shall show, but 
the railroads were beaten to a sUndstill, utterly helpless, could not even move 
a mail car, shnpiv because their employes had q’uit their service ami left the 
premises in a bisty. 

It is thuii made dear that Presideat devcland and his cabinet pInredUlie 
government at the service of the rs Uroads. l-Mwin Walker, the r.iilrMds’ 
own attorney, made the agent of the government and put in supreme com. 
mand of the railmsds and government forces! Upon Wolker’s representation 
Cleveland acted, upon Walker's demand the federal solcflers uiarche<l into Chi¬ 
cago, upon Walker's command the great government of the Unitcfl States 
obeyeil with all the sub.ser^-ieney of a trained lackey. 

The implication that runs through Mr. Cleveland's article is that the rail¬ 
road corporations were paragons of peace and patriotism, law and order, while 
the railway employes were a criminal, desperate and bloodthirstv mob which 
bad to be suppre-ssed by the strong arm of the government. 

The Pullman strike began May ll. 1894, and was perfectly pmceable and 
onlerlv until the army of ‘thugs, thieves and ex-com'icU,” as Superintendent 
of Police Brennan called them in his otlicUI report to the council of Chicago, 
were sworn in as deputies by the I'nited States marshal at the command of 
Edwin Walker, attorney of the Generii Managers’ aaaociation and special 
counsel to the government. 

I.rf*t us quota from the report of the strike commitsion, consisting o*f Labor 
('ommlssioner Wright, John B. Keman of New York and N. E. Worthington of 
Illinois, two attorneys appointed by Cleveland: 

“It is umioubtedly true that the officers and directors of the American 
Railway union did not want a strike at Pullman and adviced against it.**

The atrlke oeeurred on the llth of May and from that timo until the 
aoldiera went to Pullman, about July the 4th. 91P strikera wore placed ebout 
the oompany'i property, pro’esaedly to guard it from deatrurtlon or intorfer- 
enee. Tnia guarding of propsrty in atnkea ia, aa a rule, a mere pretenee. Too 
often the real object of guarle ia to prevent newcomers from taking the etrik- 
ers’ places, by Mrsuasion, of.en to be followed, if inelTivtual, by Intimidatlona 
and violence. Tbe Pullman lompany clalmi thia sraa tha real object of tbeie 
guards. 

“These strikers at Pullman are entitled to be believed to the con* 
trary in this matter, beesnae of their conduct and forbearance after 
May 11. It is in evidence, and uncontradicted that no violence or de¬ 
struction of property by strikers or sympathizers took place st Pull¬ 
man, and that until July 3 (when toe federal troops came upon toe 
scene) no extraordinary protection was had from thi 
a{;ainst even anticipated disorder.” (Page 36.)

the lui of tf^csia important for social progress will make a great mistake. 
For, as one of tbe authors of the Fabian Essays has aaia: “It is the 
municipalities which hate done moat to socialn .out Industrial life:’' 
and ve canpot afford to miss taking account of the rerolntionar>’ value 
of evcrv one of these achievements, ft is to be noted, that in both 
national and municipal affairs the tendency of the development, quito 
apar^ from any influences which eonld be called “socralistie^ in the 
political sense, has been always in a certain definite dir vtion, as char* 
acterized by Professor S^gman. .And Are can also safely credit this 
development under capitalism with re-tain other things which are defi¬ 
nitely and directly beneficial to the working class as such. 

To begin with, even the matters of better and cheaper .service, while 
bringing their first benefits to the capitsijst and his class, arc not with¬ 
out their value, for tlic advancing proletariat, in the way of raising thi- 
'standard of service to which.that class becomes accustomed, and so edu¬ 
cating them in tbe things that pertain to and make for civilization. 
Xor can it bo a matter of indiffonenee to one interested in the advance¬ 
ment of the working class that the capitalist class has found it necessary, 
even to a alight extent—no i'latter for what reason—to furnish hettc- 
sanitary conditions, purar water and food supply, and more of educa¬ 
tional facilities. 

But there is something which liolds within it more promise still 
than these, because it shows, how the wo.-king elaaa can be treatetl when 
once the pressure for “profits” or “dividends” is taken off the manager, 
and the ones employed are only a antall portion of those who have even 
a theoretical ownership in the plant which they operate. 1 am speaking 
now of the fact that in enterprises publicly owned and conducted the 
wages and conditions of labor are already decidedly improved. The fol¬ 
lowing table will show at a glance that this is true. (Taken from 
Parsons.)

of these was at one time “private,” and hu heoome “public” only by the 
saihe kiikd of a troublesome process which is today tnonght by so many 
fg be acaething raidiad and unheard-of. . . , . i- 

In the davs when government was veated in an inditidual, taialion 
isaa a diilinctly “private” matter, as we should view it today, and^ was 
■jefldled in the intereeta of the perticuUr peraona who happened to “oto 
the franchise.” Police protection, i. e., proteetkm for property, could 
only ha bad. by tfaoae able to furnish their oun police. The lamc was 
true of protection from fire. Todav one calls on the public officers ajv 
pointed and hired for these and similar pufpoae* «» naturally as though 
their functions had been eternal, and were not a comparatively rMcnt 
“invention for the purpose of doing away with the development of the 
individual.” One can aoarcelv speak of the courts yet as being opn to 
all, in face of the fact that it costs money-^which poor people do nrt 
have—to appear in court properly represented by .tlic legal exjiert, called 
a lawyer; but it is worth remarking that there was a time when the judge 
himself could not by any manner be brought into cqurt, unless it were 
the court of the revolutionary tribunal. Justice may be bought today, 
and is bought; but it is at le'ast not “privatelv owned,” as it once wa.s 
The same is to be said of legislation and the executive functions of 
government. IVhen we come to .sucli matters as the streets, the care of 
the poor, education and sanitation, wo arc on more modern ground, but 
■till on ground all too unfamiliar to the opponents of Socialism. It is 
in connection with the furaisbing of water and light, and the more 
recent enterprise of public baths, that we approach what is still for some 
a debatable ground, in the Hniteil States. 

In other countries there is a long list of enterprises which have 
already become “affected with public interests” more or lass, ond some 
of which have even come.to the last stage, as in the case of the free 
publie baths in many eities. In this list may be mentioned the follow- 
.ing: Street car linw, telephones, laundries, ioe supply, woi^ and coal 
supplv, milk supply, bread supply and restaurants, dwelling houses, 
markets, abattoirs (slaughter bouses) amusements—such as concerts and 
theaters—medieal treatment, medicines, crematory, news service. Others 
might bo added very easily, but this list will serve to show the next steps 
which are to be taken in this country, as well as to show the hesitating 
oonservative that what he has regarded as a deluge of “Socialism” in the 
municipal water and light service is just a little spatter of drops, at¬ 
tracting attention to the shower that is to fall, in tlie not distant future. 

No one realh- believes that these things have been done, on the 
whole,with any purprtse of bengfitting the working class. And even where 
a man like John Burns of London (England) lias succeeded in hav¬ 
ing his way to some extent, because his way was a lietter one for tlie men 
who work, he has only been allowed to make the experiment in the hope 
and promise that a showing could be made which would, after’ all, be 
really bettor for the masters also. By the promise of facilitating “htisi- 
nesa” on tlie whole, and by the magie.al influence of reducing tlie “rates” 
or taios, the claas in control has been led into this new path. That, 
they take a real pride in their-sei-omplishmeirts,—in the bet'er serviro 
and cheaper cost, in the shorter hours and belter wages of the men, and 
alao in the more honest government which invariably accompany the 
changes which we have been discussing—there can be no doubt. But 
this oridc s vastit strengthened as yet bv the wholesome consciousness

extortion and exorbitant profit. Then the public laid restraining hands 
upon them, and limited the prices which could he charged. Next came 
the taking over by the people, or the building by them of their own 
plants, which were operated largely, and still are in many places, at a 
profit, used to reduce the taxes of the-capitalist class. Pressure of. public 
opinion and the growth of the social consciousness have^ resulted'in the 
reduction of the rates of service to cost figures; while in somo plsces, 
notably with re.spect to the water supply of Hancock, Mich., and New 
Orleans, La., the service is free and the expense is paid out ot the com¬ 
mon treasury. The latter has many things to commend H, not the least 
of whicji is s considerable saving of expense, owing to the doing away 
with the coat of keeping accounts, and collecting. 

To those who have never gone over the ground at all, it is worth 
while to rccogniie the long list of enterprises and functions which have 
been private at some time in the history of the city, and which have by 
the very gradual degrees irentioned by Professor Seligman become so 
completely, socialized that none hot tbe rankest imperialist would dare 
to suggoit'that they be taken again out of tbe public hands. Vrooman, 
in his work on “Government Ownerriiip,” enumerates 300 different 
varieties of national and taunicipal undertakings. Of course every one

Since 1850 improved machinery 
has increased thejrodnctivity of la¬ 
bor forty fold. The late Mr. Glad¬ 
stone said: “By the aid of ma¬ 
chinery the manufaoitiring power of 
the world doubles every seven 
years.” 

Since 1850 the machinery of Eng¬ 
land has done the work of 700,000,- 
000 men as they worked a century 
ago. According to the census re¬ 
ports of the United States the ag¬ 
gregate manufacturing power in 
1900 was 11,300,081 horse-power, as 
compared to 2,000,000 horse-power 
in 1870. 

Professor Huxlejr, discussing the 
marvelous productivity of the ma¬ 
chine, said: “It this wonderful pro¬ 
ductivity of wealth is not to be used 
in bettering the condition of the 
worki^ people but is to eontinue to 
pour into the pockets of the rich, 
then' I would hail the advent of 
some kindly oomet that would sweep 
the whole thing away.” 

The late Senator Hanna said: 
“The production in the Uqited 
States is one-third larger than our 
consumption.” 

Senator Chaunccy Depew in lOOO 


said: “The American people pro¬ 
duced $2,000,000,000 more than 
they consume. It is because of this 
surplus production of all civilized 
countries that the guns are thunder¬ 
ing at the gates of other nations that 
foreign markets may be opened up." 

Do the people who produce this 
vast surplus get the benefit df it? 
Let us see: Thos. W. Lawson, late 
partner of .fohn and William Rocke¬ 
feller, recently said that in a single 
deal made last year they made a 
clean profit df $39,000,000. 

Since 1897 the necessaries of life 
have on an average advanced 39 per 
cent, wliile wages have on an average 
advanKKl but lOjier cent during the 
same period. The census reports 
show that the average annual pro¬ 
duct of each worker was, in 1900, 
valued at $2,450. while the average 
wage he received was $437.00. To 
get $1.00 for himself the worker 
must create $0,00 worth of value. 

The statistics show that in 1850 
the total wealth of the United States 
was $8,000,000,000. The producers’ 
share was 62^ pec cent; the non- 
producers’ share was 374 1*’'' ct:nt. 

In 1904 the total wealth is about 
$100,000,000,000. The producers’ 


share is estimated at 10 per cent; 
the non-producers’ about 90 psr 
cent. 

There are in the United Slates 
16,000,000 families. 8,365,000 fam¬ 
ilies live in rented houses, and the 
houses of 4,700,000 families are 
mortgaged. *
